Partney-Allen 
Patronage Plan 


Efforts:to use Governor Dan 
Walker and state patronage in 
Mayor Donald Partney’s re- 
election campaign failed and a 
patronage meeting Thursda 
night was canceled, James Ke- 
lahan of the Paul Schuler cam- 
paign committee said yester- 
day. 

The mayor and Alderman 
Schuler are candidates for ihe 
mayor office in tomorrow’s 
Granite City municipal election 

Governor Walker in a visit at 
jranite City Steel Co. Thursday 
afternoon wads asked by Kel 
han and Weldon Burch whethe: 
Richard Allen was right in im- 
plying Walker favors Partney. 
They said the governor replied 
that he is taking no stand re. 
garding the Granite City mayor 
election. 

To ‘show his -neutrality, 
Walker permitted himself to 
be photographed : together 
with Candidate Schuler 
while they were in a discus- 
sion. He said the picture 
could be utilized as long as 
there was no statement that 
he favors either candidate. 
Attorney Allen, Partney cam- 

paign manager, signed an ad- 
vertisement March 29 appealing 
to. “all Walker supporters” to 
“elect Don Partney.”’ Partney 
endorsed then Gov, Richard 
Ogilvie in the 1972 state elec 
tion 

Allen has been claiming in 
fluence over the distribution o! 
state jobs. He served as a mem- 
ber of a “truth squad” which 
backed Walker and opposed 
Lieutenant Governor Paul Si- 
mon in the 1972 Democratic gu- 
bernatorial primary. 

A Feb. 9 letter by Allen 
to Democratic precinct com- 
mitteemen related that “‘in 
the near future, we are go- 
ing to have a get-together 
with various members of 

the city committee. 

“I know that we as commit- 
teemen are being romanced and 
pursued by different candidates 
for office in the coming city 
ind township elections. 

“All that I ask at this time,” 
Allen continued, ‘is that you not 
succumb’ to the blandishments 
of any candidate until you have 
had an opptrunity to examine 


all sides of the question. 

“Of course, as you know, it is 
desirable whenever possible that 
a committeeman support a, win- 
ner—and that, in the process, is 
able-to advance his own politi- 
cal cause. 

“Itis also desirable and some- 
times essential that we be able 
to pit in the field all of our 
workers in a manner in which 
they; are completely satisfied. 

“Nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess| and nothing helps the com- 
mittgeman like satisfied work- 
ers. 
“Therefore, what I am asking 
is that you don’t commit your- 
self |to any candidate until you 
haye had an opportunity to lis- 
ten to all of the candidates. 

A’March 27 letter to the 
committemen said, “There 
will be a meeting Thursday, 
March 29, at 8 p.m. at 
Chhrlie’s Restaurant to ex- 
plain the manner in which 
thé filling of state jobs will 
be, handled under the Walk- 
er) administration. 

“As you know, the submission 
of a|job application to the Mad- 
son County Democratic Central 
Comimittee no longer suffices. 

“Present will be members of 
Governor Walker’s campaign 
staff, who will explain the of- 
fort |being made to insure that 
staté jobs are distributed on a 
fair |basis. 

“If you know of anyone 
who is interested in secur- 
ing employment with the 
state, or if you are interest- 
ed| in serving on the Patron- 
age Committee, you would 
be well advised to attend the 
aljove meeting.” 

When the governor assert- 
ed his neutraility,. arrange- 
ments for Thursday night's 
patronage meeting were 
dropped. 

Gov. Walker said the only 
mdyor race on which he will 
vojce an opinion is that in Alton, 
where he endorsed Clyde H. 
Wiseman Jr former mayor 
running against Mayor Paul A. 
Lenz. 

The governor told the Granite 
Cityans he has a “special rea- 
son’ for endorsing Wiseman 
and that the reson does’ not ap- 
ply to Granite City. 


3rd New Sewer Break — 


Another sewer break — the 
third in the past three weeks— 
was reported by Granite City 
Street Superintendent Lionel 
Portell Friday as street depart 
ment workers began efforts to 
dewater the area around an ear- 
lier break in a sanitary sewer 
line from St. Elizabeth School. 

Portell said the new break is 
on Jill Avenue between Wayne 
and Aubrey avenues. The 
other. two breaks are in the san- 
itary line from St, Elizabeth 
School, one at Johnson Road 
and the other about 200 feet 
west of that break. 

A high water table has pre- 
vented workers from making re- 
pairs. Use of a 1,000 gallon per

minute pump failed to lower the 
water table a week ago, caus- 
ing Portell to switch to the use 
of well points rented from an 
@klahoma City firm. About 40 
of the points were driven Thurs- 
day afternoon and pumping 
‘operations were begun Friday. 

Portell said the water table 
is reached at a depth of about 
eight feet. The sewer lines which 
must be reached to make -re- 
pairs are from 12 to 13 deep. 

If use of the well points prove 
successful in lowering the water 
table at the break in the St. 
Elizabeth School sewer, they 
will be moved to the other 
breaks for the same purpose, 
Portell said.

attempted to make in a handbill dis- 
tributed Saturday is that this is a ‘‘one- 
paper town” and that the Press-Record 
has not covered the campaign fairly. 

The allegation deserves an answer 
because, if true, it would be a legiti- 
mate basis for complaint. 

In checking back through the file 
of past issues, we find ample evidence 
to dispute his charge, which was made 
a short time after we-had endorsed his 
opponent in tomorrow's mayor election, 
Alderman Paul Schuler. 

The record shows just the opposite 
of what Mr. Partney began contend- 
ing so sudden ly. 

We followed an objective and lenient 
approach to the campaign dialogue, 
leaning far over backward to be fair 
to both candidates. Even when the 
mayor had nothing much new to say, 
we let him say it in great detail. 

If anything, because Mr. Partney 
issued more statements, he had the 
better of it in the coverage—including 
such yardsticks as the size of head- 
lines, the length of articles and their 
placement in the newspaper. 

This provable record of fairness by 
the Press-Record speaks for itself. 

We have been trying to understand 
why the mayor reacted so bitterly to 
our endorsement of his opponent. We 
didn’t call him any names. And we 
spelled his name right. He didn't spell 
our name right aad “stupid” was one 
of the more complimentary words he 
chose Saturday. 

While we assuredly did voice a 
preference, and well before the voting 
day, our recommendations of Mr. 
Schuler included praise for much of 
what Mr. Partney has helped accom- 
plish during the past eight years. 

We were disappointed that he in- 
jected church-related lodge loyalties 
into the campaign, forcing a reception 
for Mr. Schuler to be canceled. But 
we included his explanation in the 
headline, in the first paragraph and 
frequently and extensively throughout 
the article that he objects to. The 
mayor's side took up 16 inches of the 
22-inch article. 

And only several inches away on the 
same front page Thursday was a 100% 
pro-Partney, anti-Schuler statement 
submitted by the mayor. 

The mayor obviously resents anyone 
commenting on his health, and we 
would not have done so unless we 
considered it to be pertinent to to- 
morrow’s election. The late Adlai 
Stevenson, we recall vividly, saw fit to 
review President Eisenhower's health 
over nationwide television in the 1956 
campaign, and there are many other 
precedents. 

Mr. Partney caustically calls those 
who mention his stroke “‘Doctor,”” im- 
plying that they are laymen falsely 
claiming to be medical authorities. 

Our comment Thursday was based 
on the mayor's own statement, pub- 
lished March 1 under the heading, 
“Health Factors Are Outlined by

promptly and prominently exactly as 
he presented it. 


If we have any misgivings about the 
campaign coverage, it is that we were 
trying so hard to be fair to the mayor 
that we let him go much too far in 
picturing the election, battle as a dra- 
matic confrontation between his “‘good 
guys’” and what he said was a deplor- 
able bunch of “bad guys’ on the other 
side. A puritanism-vs.-politics image is 
what he consistently sought to convey. 
If it ever was that way. that clear-cut, 
it isn’t this spring. 

Mayor Partney is a politician him- 
self, whether he realizes it or not, and 
ke has acquired some mighty strange 
bedfellows, to use the old cliche. 


Alderman Walter Nonn has been 
practicing power politics for several 
decades, boasting often about how 
many votes he can “‘deliver’’ for what- 
ever side of an issue a financial backer 
chooses. 

It is this same. ward boss, Walter 
Nonn, who Saturday appealed for 
Partney votes as a way of fighting 
“machine politics.” And he said it with 
a straight face. 

Partney advocates have used a 
number of old-style machine tactics, 
including visits to housing project ten- 
ants afraid of official disapproval; 
late-in-the-campaign stops at dwellings 
with conditions bordering on city ord- 
inance violations; and wide-ranging 
patronage promises. 

In the Partney machine, near ‘the 
gear shift js Guy Lahr Jr., a —well- 
traveled writer and strategist who has 
taken a variety of election stands over 
the years. In the back seat is David 
Partney, always ready to spread the 
strategists’ latest innuendo or vilifi- 
cation. 

And reaching for the steering wheel 
is Dick Allen, a former Granite City 
Democratic chairman and _ longtime 
committeeman. Until Governor Walker 
intervened and halted the activity 
Thursday, Allen had been offering 
state patronage in trying to pressure 
local Democratic committeemen into 
supporting Partney. 

There are many fine people, |of 
course, who are going to vote for one 
candidate and many equally fine 
who will support the other candidate; 
this is what democracy is all about. 
Whoever receives majority support 
will deserve to win, if there is a 
sufficient turnout and if the issues are 
adequately understood. 

We said Thursday we believe Paul 
Schuler can best lead Granite City as 
mayor in 1973-77. 

We favor Mr. Schuler even more 
strongly today after a weekend that 
showed the shallowness of some of the 
campaign activity, and the callous atti- 
tude of some of those who have be- 
come involved in trying to patch to- 
gether enough backing to capture a 
third term for the mayor. 
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He was freed from the car 
by the Venice Fire Department 
emergency squad and was 
taken to St. Elizabeth Hospital 
where he was admitted to the 
intensive care unit with multi- 
ple facial and oral injuries.

Vote Turnout 
Here Tuesday

A heavy vote is expected in 

tomorrow's Granite City muni- 
cipal election and in competi- 
tion for town offices in Granite 
City, Nameoki and Chouteau 
Townships. 

Polling places in all four 
townships. of the Quad-City area 
and in the Venice Park District 
will open at 6 a.m, and close 
at 6 p.m. 

Results of the Granite City 
voting will be reported by elec- 
tion clerks to the office of City 
Clerk Robert Stevens, while re- 
‘sults of the township balloting 
will be reported to the town 
clerks of the respective town- 
ships. 

Spirited campaigns have 
been waged in Granite City 
and all of the townships 
except Venice Township, 
where a ticket of candidates 
for eight offices is unop- 
posed, 

Many of the candidates on 
the Venice Township ticket are 
incumbents. 

The battle between incumbent 
Granite City Mayor Donald 
Partney and Sixth Ward Alder- 
man Paul Schuler) for the 
mayor's office has highlighted 
the campaign in recent weeks, 
although heated contests also 


have been waged for Alderman- 
ic posts in Wards Two, Four, 
Six and Seven. : 

There is ho opposition for al- 
dermanic posts in Ward One, 
Three and Five. 

While the name of Richard 
M. Patton is on the ballot in the 
Third Ward, he has withdrawn 
from the race because he has 
moved to Belleville. Write-in 
opposition to incumbent Roy 
Poulos has been started by 
Marshall Brooks 

Stevens, as a candidate for 
re-election city clerk, -and 
Paul Rutledge, city treasurer, 
are unopposed in the Granite 
City balloting. 

Opposition between in- 
cumbent Township Super- 
visor Nelson Hagnauer and 
Ralph Astorian for the of- 
fice of supervisor also is 
expected to help bring out a 
heavy vote tomorrow. 

Von Dee Cruse, now serving 
as, Granite City Township as: 
sessor by appointment, has no 
opposition in his bid for elec: 
tion to that office. He is a for 
mer assessor. Granite City 
Township will elect only a su- 
pervisor and an asessor. 

Granite City is expected to 
pile up the heaviest vote, since

Flood Concern 
In Island Area

The flood situation today on 
Chouteau Island remained criti- 
cal asthe Mississippi River 
continued to risé and erosion 
continued to weaken the over- 
strained levees. 


Areas) east of the Chain’ of 
Rocks Canal, including the 
Quad-Cities, are not in jeopar- 
dy, as the levees there would 
hold a flood of more than 12 
feet above the anticipated river 
crest. 

Boats in the canal are be- 
ing instructed to slow down 
to reduce erosion from the 
wash, but Howard Keeney, 
lJockmaster at the Chain of 
Rocks Locks, reported to- 
day that “the levees here 
are in fine shape and we 
anticipate no problems.” 
Volunteers from | throughout 

the St. Louis metropolitan area 
began sandbagging operations 
on the island—as well as many 
Missouri locations—last week 


and an appeal for more work: 
ers was issued Thursday. 

Besides heightening the levees 
with sandbags in low areas 
the volunteers assisted Granite 
City Army Depot personnel 
Friday and during the weekend 
in reinforcing weak areas in 
the levees where water was 
seeping through the dirt, threat 
ening to shift and break sec- 
tions of the levees, ; 

Workers had been hopeful of 
a crest in the river Saturday at 
just over 37 feet, but rain all 
weekend upstream extended the 
date for the crest to this Friday 
and the estimate was raised to 
40 feet. 

Several Chouteau Island 
residents have indicated 
they plan to evacuate their 
homes today. 

Others were forced to 
evacuate earlier when the 
Mississippi River topped a 
small private levee at the

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Domestic Steel 
Production Up 


In February 


The rate of domestic steel 
production continued to surge 
in February, the American Iron 
and Steel Institute reported last 
week. 

Preliminary AISI figures show 
that mills in this country pour- 
er steel at the rate of 2,903,000 
tons per week during the 
month. This was 110,000 tons 
per week more than the Jan- 
uary average of 2,793,000 tons 
per week and 492,000 tons per 
week more than the average 
for February of last year. 

Total steel output in February 
1973 was 11,610,000 tons, com- 
pared with 9,980,000 tons for the 
sate month last year. 

During February, basic oxy- 
gen furnaces continued to ac- 
count for about 55% of the na- 
tion's steel output, producing 
6,368,000 tons. Open hearths 
poured 3,146,000 tons or about 
279%, while electric furnaces 
made the remaining 18% of the 
month's total, with 2,096,000 
tons of output. 

Through the first two months 
of 1973, domestic steel produc- 
tion reached 23,983,000 tons. Of 
this total, 13,176,000 tons was 
produced ‘by basic oxygen furn- 
naces, 6,494,000 tons by open 
hearths, and 4,313,000 tons by 
electric furnaces’ 

During the same period last 
year, steel output was only 19,- 
981,000 tons, of which 11,053,000 
tons came from basic oxygen 
furnaces, 5,281,000. tons from 
open hearths, and 3,647,000 tons 
from electric furnaces! 

AISI’s steelmaking) index, 
based on average 1967 produc- 
tion as 100, stood at 119.0 in 
February, 1973. This compares 
with an index of 114.5 for Jan- 
uary and 109.9 for December.

“Sunday's walk from the Wilson 


Park rink in- Granite City 
through Madison and Venice 
and return is open to anyone 
wishing to help. raise money for 
the March of Dimes. 

Individuals and groups inter- 
ested in joining the walkathon 
are invited to contact any of 
the coordinators for informa- 
tion, sponsor sheets or litera- 
ture 

Cook, who is faculty ad- 
visor to the Student Council 
at Granite City High School, 
explained that those parti 
pating in the project obtain 
a “sponsor sheet’? and se- 
cure as many pledges from 
friends, neighbors and local 
business people as possible 
who agree to pay a specific 
amount per mile for the 
number of miles covered by 
the “walker.”” 

Pledges can vary 10 cents 
to $500 per mile, Cook said, 
and the number of spon- 
sors for each individua] also 
at varying amounts is not 
restricted. 

“A single walker ‘may have 
six sponsors, all agreeing to 
contribute a different amount 
per mile achieved by the par- 
ticipant,”” Cook said. 

If the walker covers the’ en- 
tire 10-mile distance, the spon- 
sor multiples his pledge by 10.

Walkathon funds contribute 
greatly to the success of these 
programs, Cook noted.

In a bipartisan effort to lo 
cate a new regional St.’ Louis 
airport in Tllinois, Attorney 
Genera] William J. Scott and 
Lieutenant Governor Neil F. 
Hartigan will go to Washing- 
ton next week to seek a favor- 
able decision from the. federal 
government.

On Wednesday, April 11, Scott 
and Hartigan will jointly host 
a working Junch with the full 
Illinois congressional _delega- 
tion at the Rayburn building on 
Capitol ‘Hill. 

Illinois Senators Charles Per- 
cy and Adlai Stevenson and 
both the Republicans and -Dem- 
ocratic members of the U. S. 
House of Representatives have 
been invited to ‘participate in 
the noon working session. 

Additionally, Hartigan and 
Scott plan to meet with White 
House and other federal offi- 
cials to state the Illinois case 
for the airport 

The two top Illinois officials 
say they will go to Washington 
with a persuasive position. 

Favoring the Illinois site 

— the Columbia - Waterloo 

area across the Mississippi 

River from Downtown St. 

Louis — a government En- 

vironment Impact Study 

rates the proposed Illinois 
location as the only accept- 
able site of all the tracts 
considered for the airport. 
Studies further underscore 
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the fact that in terms of 

relocating residents affected 

by airport construction, the 

Illinois site will affect few- 

er residents than any other 

tract offered for the air 
facility, they noted. 

In early March, a Federal 
Aviation Administration _ staff 
report disclosed that the pro- 
posed Illinois location for the 
airport was “acceptable” for 
the site. 

The same report indicated 
that a plan to expand St. Louis’s 
existing Lambert Field was not 
a desirable solution to the met- 
ropolitan area’s air-age needs. 
While the report was de- 
scribed as a background paper 
and not an official recommen- 


dation of the FAA, its findings 
stirred fresh optimism for lo- 
cating the airport facility in 
Mlinois. 

Scott and Hartigan will tell 
the Illinois Congressional dele- 
gation at the workshop session 
that locating the airport oppo- 
site St. Louis on the Illinois 
side of the river is the single 
greatest factor possible for the 
econmoic development of Down- 
state Illinois in general, East 
St. Louis in particular, and the 
metropolitan St, Louis region 
overall. 

Should no airport be con- 
tructed, the entire area would 
lose a major economic oppor- 
tunity, the two Illinois officials 
contend.

Shortage and 


Don’t kick the farmer in the 
face by destroying his incentive 
to increase his cattle production 
so that the supply of meat can 
match the demand,” Robert J. 
“Pud” Williams, director of the 
Illinois Department of Agricul- 
ture, said Friday in reacting to 
the ‘current meat price contro- 
versy. 

Williams said blaming higher 
meat prices on the farmer 
would be “grabbing the wrong 
bull by the tail.” 

He urged, “During the Pres- 
ident’s meat price ceiling, let’s 
begin to understand each others 
problems.”” 

Williams said he understands 
concern shown by housewives 
as well as those persons who 
have suggested meat rationing, 
price freezes and other solu- 
tions. 

“First, let’s solve the global 
protein problem and the trans- 
portation crisis ‘to make it pos- 
sible to increase our beef 
herds. While doing this, let's 
restructure our budgets for 
meat as we have for every oth- 
er item affected by the rising 
cost-of-living,” he said. 

“The problem is a matter 
of unfortunate circumstances 
which are a burden for every 
consumer, ho matter if he or 
she is a jlivestock producer, 
processor, retailer or house- 
wife.” 

Williams warned that he 
feels that if ‘drastic meas- 
ures such as meat ration- 
ing or price freezes become 
a reality, the livestock pro- 
ducer’s incentive to preduce 
enough réd meat to match 
the ever-incerasing demand 
will be crushed and will 
have the effect, in the long- 
run, of driving prices, even 
higher, 

He said meat prices consum- 
ers are paying today date back 
19 months when the cattle were 
being raised and nurtured for 
marketing. 

“One aspect of the problem. 
he noted, ‘‘is that we are in- 
volved in a worldwide protein 
shortage, and have been for a 
number of years, which is be- 
ing compounded by a growing 
transportation crisi

Cost -- State 


“The crisis, for which Gov. 
Dan Walker and I ‘have called, 
a 15-state conference in Chica- 
go in April, means that with a 
present shortage of railcars in 
the Midwest, soybeans and oth- 
er feed grains cannot reach the 
marketplace from the farmer's 
field. q 

“This, then, only increases 
the shortage of protein feed 
needed to raise cattle over a 
two-year period so that they 
can be properly fattened to pro- 
vide high quality meat at the 
market. Raising of beef cattle 
or other livestock for red meat 
consumption does not take 
place overnight. 

“With a shortage of feed, 
the livestock producer 
raises less cattle and the 
price of meat rises. 

“The current railcar 
shortage also means that 
grain produced in, the fields 
of Illinois and other Mid- 
west states cannot be sup- 
plied to the extent-needed 
for expansion ‘of cattle 
herds. 

“Thus, we have a shortage of 
cattle.” 

In restating the department’s 
concern and understanding for 
consumers protesting the meat 
price situation, Williams said, 
“Kicking: one sector of society 
in the face, or reaching for rad- 
ical ‘solutions to the problem, 
will not solve anything over a 
significant period of time.

Duties of Nameoki's Officials Expanded; 
Government Service Improvements Cited 


Nameoki Township Clerk 
Douglas M. Teetor said in a 
statement today that projected 
increases in the salaries of 
town officials are based on the 
fact that the duties are being 
substantially expanded. 

Teetor related, “When the 
campaign manager for Gover- 
nor Dan Walker was present 
in this area earlier this year, 
he made it a point to learn a 
little about the grassroots gov- 
ernment in the area and stated, 
‘We would like to do for the 
State of Illinois what Nameoki 
Township has done for its citi- 
zens; that is, bring the govern- 
ment back to the people.’ 

“That is exactly what the gov- 
erning body of Nameoki Town- 
ship has so dilligently stressed. 

“They have always main- 
tained that the better the peo- 
ple are informed, and the more 
they are encouraged to partici- 
pate, the more confidence the 
citizens will have in their pub- 
lic officials. 

“Even though recent changes 
in the Illinois statutes have 
transferred many of the powers 
from the electors to. the Town 
Board, the Nameoki Town 
Board has made every attempt 
to keep citizen participation 
alive. 

“At every township meeting 
during the past four years, af- 
ter the business at hand has 
been conducted, and prior to 
adjourning, the citizens in the 
audience are given an oppor- 
tunity to express their views, 
register their complaints, and 
on occasion express a word of 
gratitude. This is what real 
township. government is all 
about. 

‘At the last regular township 
meeting, no one from the press 
was present, nor were any of 
the opposing candidates. Busi- 
ness was conducted as usual, 
and according to statutory re- 
quirements, resolutions estab- 
lishing the salaries for the of- 
fices to be elected were passed. 

“The auditors on the Town 
Board had been charged by the 
supervisor to evaluate the 
duties of the offices to be elect- 
ed and determine and recom- 
mend an equitable rate for each 
job. It was established that re- 
quirements for the jobs and the 
time involved would be sharply 
increased. 

“Revenue sharing would 
require separate funds to 
be established, separate rec- 
ords to be maintained, sep- 
arate budgets to be com- 
pleted, for each entitle 
ment period throughout the 
fiscal year. 

“This would create many 
additional responsibilities for 
the clerk, the auditors, the 
supervisor and the office 
force 

“In addition, the auditors 
will be required to assume 
the responsibilities for vari- 
ous committees, in order to 
provide a better service to 
the community. 

“It was also established that 
an auditor would be allowed to 
miss only two meetings during 
the year without forfeiture of 
pay. 

“In keeping with the practice 
of. informing the citizens of 
every phase of township busi- 
ness, the press was informed 
of the salaries established; in 
areas where it was determined 
to be warranted, increases were 
made. 

“The salaries are in line with 
the responsibilities for the job. 

“As in the case of all jobs, 
the rate may not be nearly 
enough for the performance 
that one man may give, and 
entirely too much for the per- 
formance of another. 


“It is up to the voters to fill 
these jobs with responsible men 
who are capable and willing to 
do the job. 

“Although many important 
phases of business were con- 
ducted and reported, the press 
chose to headline salary in- 
creases in reporting the meet- 
ing 

“The press has been very 
fair in its reporting, but especi- 
ally at this time we feel it is 
very important for the reader 
to realize the additional respon- 
sibilities that warranted the 
increases. s 

“Nameoki Township has made 
great strides the past four 
years. The financial status of 
the township has changed from 
a position of just surviving to 
being in a position to further 
expand services. 

“We have gone from in the 
red four years ago to approxi- 
mately $107,000 balance at the 
end of this fiscal year, not in- 
cluding revenue sharing. 

‘The Long Lake Fire Dis- 
trict was expanded to cov- 
er areas without fire pro- 
tection. 

“Areas in the township 
having difficulty obtaining 
fire insurance were desig- 
nated under the Fair Plan 
protection. 

“School crossing lights 
were installed in two criti- 
cal areas and paid for. A 
four-township sewer pro- 
gram was initiated in Nam- 
eoki Township and, hope- 
fully, federal funding will 
soon be forthcoming. 

“An emergency program 
to drain Dobrey Slough has 
been established and the 
state of Illinois has agreed 
to fund the program. 

“Petitions to separate the 
Madison County portion of 
the East Side Levee from 
the St. Clair County portion 
originated in Nameoki 
Towns! 

“Dual signatures on bank ac- 
counts _were blished for 


township funds. Investment of 
idle funds was established. 

“The interest will more than 
pay the salaries of the audi- 
tors this year. 

“Needed road equipment was 
purchased for the road depart- 
ment — a new backhoe-loader, 
treelimb chipper, ditch vacuum 
cleaner, salt and gravel spread- 
er truck, oil tanker truck and 
street sweeper. 

“A garage was built to shel- 
ter the equipment. An improved 
General Assistance Program 
was implemented.

May Have Public Vote 
On Amendatory Vetoes

Springfield — Gov. Dan Walk- 
er, who has been rebuffed al- 
ready in the 78th General As- 
sembly, probably will have to 
face ‘a constitutional amend- 
ment dealing with some of the 
governor’s power. 

His problems with the As- 
sembly started when he used 
his amendatory veto power to 
change the wording and amounts 
of state funds to be given to 
the Chicago Transit Authority 
(CTA). Walker wanted to re- 
duce the amount going to the 
CTA from what the legislature 
had set. 

This did not go over well with 
legislators. Some were still 
smarting by changes made un- 
der Gov. Richard B. Ogil 
who used the amendatory veto 
power granted under the 1970 
constitution several times. 

In fact, Ogilvie used it once 
to rewrite the bill to grant aid 
to private and parochial 
schools. The bill went to the 
Illinois Superme Court to test 
its constitutionality; the high 
court ruled that Ogilvie had 
overstepped his bounds on the 
use of the amendatory veto. 

When Ogilvie used _ the 
amendatory veto for the first 
time, members of the General 
Assembly had indicated an all- 
out drive would be made to 
change that portion of the 
state’s charter. m 

So Rep. Charles Fleck, R- 
Chicago, along with a most of 
House members crossing both 
party lines, introduced a tesolu- 
tion in the House calling for a 
constitutional, amendment to 
drop the amendatory veto pow- 
er of the governor. 

This was done long before the 
legislature voted to over-ride 
Walker's amendatory veto of 
the CTA legislation, but the bill 
is still. “‘alive.” 

The proposed| Fleck amend- 
ment (HJR-CA %) has cleared 
the House. It is now in the Sen- 
ate executive committee and 
will probably be passed there 
and sent to the Senate floor. 

If the current mood prevails, 
the chances of the amendment 
in the Senate appear good. 


Since this is a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, it means 
that Walker will not be able to 
block it| before the amendment 
is placed on the referendum 
ballot. Constitutional amend- 
ments do not pass the ‘gover- 
nor’s desk for his approval or 
disapproval like other bills. 


If the Senate gives its ap- | 


proval, Illinois voters will be 
required to approve or. disap- 
prove of the amendment in the 
1974 general election.

“Yet, functioning as it has 
in the past without the coordin- 
ated and cooperative efforts of 
everyone within the region, any 
success we have achieved has 
not fully measured up to the 
full magnitude of our problem.

“Economic activity tends to 
concentrate in metropolitan re- 
gions such as ours. Today, as 
a consequence, 63% of the na- 
tion’s population lives on 10% 
of the land surface. 

“It is safe to say that, an 
even higher percentage of total 
economic activity. occurs on 
that same 10% of the land. 

“Additionally, metropolitan re- 
gions such as ours are in com- 
petition with one another as 
locations for those firms that 
require the quantity and quality 
of labor, raw materials, capi- 
tal and services that can be 
found only in such areas, with 
their proximity to large market 
territories. 

“Generally, growth begets 
more growth.

New Dobrey Drainage Route Is Agreed Upon 


A new route for a Dobrey 
Slough interim drainage line 
was proposed Thursday, after- 
noon by state and local officials 
and by residents of the slough 
area. 


John Guillou, chief state 
waterway engineer, discussed 
right-of-way difficulties encoun- 
tered in an. earlier plan during 
a meeting in the city hall ‘here 
with area residents, East Side 
Levee District officials, Mayor 
Donald Partney, Ramsey Alex- 
ander Jr. of the U. S. Corps of 
Engineers, Albert Bell, Name- 
oki Township highway commi: 
sioner; Eugene Gargac, a Nam- 
eoki auditor, and others. 

Aftez a stalemate on the 
right-of-way continued, ‘Guillow 
proposed a new route for an in- 
ierim, drainage line 40 keep 
slough water from, causing fur- 
ther damage to homes in the 
area. 

Under the new plan out- 
lined by Guillou, the state 
would dig a well at the west

edge of, the slough near the 
end of Pine Street. 

The water then would be 
pumped through a new un- , 
derground force-fed sewer 
along the south side of Pine 
Street into the manhole for 
the existing sewer on Pine, 
just east of Maryville Road. 

The water then would 
travel hy gravity in the ex- 
isting city sewers south to 
Woedlawn Avenue, west to 
Franklin Avenue, and south 
to the Amos Avenue sewer. 
The flow then would be west 
to the median of Wabash 
Avenue where a large pump 
station would be erected, 

The pump there would pull 
water from the existing sewers 
and force it through a new line 
north of Amos Avenue east into 
the Nameoki Ditch. Water in 
the ditch flows south to Horse- 
shoe Lake and through the Ca- 
‘nokia Canal into the Mississippi 
River. 

The. plan would require the 
cutting of driveways along the 
south side of Pine Street from 
the Slough almost to Maryville 
Road and the cutting of drive-

ways on the north side of Amos

All officials and landowners 
at the meeting agreed that the 
new route would solve the im- 
pass reached with the old 
routes.

Guillou said the waterway 
division would have to re- 
design plans for the interim 
drainage project for the 
new route which will take 
about three weeks. At the 
end of that period, specifi- 
cations will be released for 
bids. 

He assured residents of Sara 
Street and Lynch Avenue that 
the change in route would not 
mean that their areas would 
not be drained.

The coun- 
cil previously granted the state 
the use of the Amos Avenue 
sewer for the first plan but only 
after several weeks of delay. 

Guillou said he he felt the 
change would necessitate only

What the weekend Partney polemics 
seems to boil down to is that they 
would deny us this right (unless we

A letter the mayor did not want 
published was “withdrawn” last week 
by the recipient — under the heavy 
hand -of mayoral pressure even 
though the mayor already had acknowl- 
edged it and discussed it with us. 

His efforts at suppression were un- 
pleasantly dictatorial in their method 
and their intensity. We did not waver 
because the Press-Record is and must 
be guided by its own documentation 
of the facts, and by its own experience 
and conscience. i 

Mayor Partney cannot—and should 
not have sought to—bring the press 
under his thumb. 

Interestingly, Mr. Pam ney in a week- 
end circular did not hesitate to use a 
letter of which we were the recipient 
—and which we had not authorized to 
be included in his: inaccurate, unfair 
handbill. 

Also interestingly, the Dun and 
Bradstreet report which Mayor Partney 
handed out profusely at a press con- 
ference about his opponent said clearly 
to him, “This report may not be re- 
produced in whole or in part in any 
form or manner whatever.” 

If there was a kind of ‘‘Pentagon 
papers” security breach, jas the mayor 
contends, he sinned twice to our single 
action. And we don't see how he 
could expect us to wipe from our 
memory a letter he only a few hours 
earlier had acknowledged and com- 
mented freely about. | 

What we have sensed often before, 
and what we now see revealed more 
openly, is Mayor Partney’s penchant 
for an “iron hand" approach in which 
he demands obedience and expects to 
get it. His imperiousness and his quick 
anger undoubtedly are among the 
reasons why he has so often locked 
verbal horns with the City Council 

His savage fury when, he does not 
get his way, his desire ta exercise raw 
power, his willingness to have campaign 
aides exert heavy pressure against 
voters and committeemen—all of this 
leads fus to fear the kind of machine- 
stylpApolitics that could evolve from 
thé campaign-inspired alliances he has 
made in recent months. 

We hope and urge| that Granite 
Cityans choose new leadership and a 
new direction in tomorrow's voting by 
electing Paul Schuler as, mayor. 

The climate has become so inflamed 
that, if Mr. Partney is the winner, the 
Council—in order to have any sort of 
effective municipal functioning—may 
need to reassign some of the responsi- 
bilities and revise some of the proce- 
dures followed in conducting the city

HOME HEATING 


© Ifyou bave a forced warm air heating system, 
check the filters at léast twice a year. Clogged, 
dirty filters prevent the free flow of clean air, 
and increase gas usage. Also, lubricate the fan 
and motor bearings once a year. 

@ If you have a hot water system, oil the bear- 
ings of the circulating pump once a year. Also, 
it may be necessary to drain the expansion tank 
from time to time.

e Keep thermostat at the LOW heat setting. 
‘Turn to HIGH about 1% hour before doing laun- 
dry.-Turn control to LOW when laundry is 
finished.

e Never overload your clothes dryer.

© Damp dry clothes that require ironing.

Rates, Fuel Factors in Illinois Power Expansion 


Dean Vernon K. Zimmerman 
of the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Commerce and Business 
Administration, and Keith R.

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High Iron, Scrap Exports 
Create Domestic Shortage 


Government failure to curb 
soaring iron and steel scrap ex- 
Ports is creating a . domestic 
shortagé of these vital raw ma- 
terials, increasing current in- 
flationary pressures and threat- 
ening the well-being of a sub- 
Stantial portion of the nation’s 
steel industry. 

This was the warning mem- 
bers of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute presented in tes- 
timony prepared for delivery 
before the International Trade 
Subcommittee of the House 
Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee. 

“The Institute appeared in 
support of amendments which 
would give the Secretary of 
Commerce broader powers un- 
der the Export Administration 
Act of 1969. 

William Stapleton, vice-presi- 
dent of purchases for Inland 
Steel Co., and chairman of 
AISI’s critical materials supply 
commitee, predicted a five mil- 
lion’ ton shortage of ferrous 
scrap this year. 

This, he said, is because both 
domestic demand and export 
demand are at record highs. 
He. also noted that export de- 
mand has been climbing at a 
much faster rate than demand 
from domestic mills—and that 
the scrap shortage will exist de- 
spite increased scrap process- 
ing capacity in this country. 

One effect of this scrap de 
mand boom at home and 
abroad has been a 50% increase 
in U. S. scrap prices in just 
over a year, cording to 
Stapleton, ‘Nearly two-thirds of 
the total increase has occurred 
since November, he noted. 

By mid-December, -he said, it 
became clear to the steel indus- 
try that the criteria for short 
supply export controls set forth 
in the Export Administration 
Act—short domestic supply, ab- 
normal foreign demand and in- 
flationary cost—existed in the 
case of ferrous scrap. Accord- 
ingly. the industry  recom- 
mended to Commerce Secretary 
Frederick B. Dent that scrap 
exports be limited to seven 
million tons this year 
‘Commerce, Stapleton said, is 
continuing to study the situa- 
tion, but as yet has taken no 
action to prevent unlimited fer- 
rous scrap exports. 

Such exports, which rose 15%

last year to 7.5 million tons, 
are expected to reach 12 mil- 
lion tons in 1973, he predicted. 
This would be an increase of 
60% in one year. 

According to Stapleton, the 
$10 per gross ton rise in scrap 
prices since November ‘“‘will 
inflate costs of domestic scrap 
consumers by $390 million in 
1973. Another increase of the 
same magnitude which almost 
certainly will occur if scrap ex- 
ports are not limited will dou- 
ble, that amount to $780 mil- 
lion 

“Thus,” he ‘continued, “the 
steel and. foundry industries al- 
ready have experienced a sub- 
stantial inflationary scrap cost 
impact over the past several 
months, placing individual com- 
panies in a very difficult finan- 
cial position at a time when 
most of their other costs are 
also accelerating.” 

Failure to obtain government 
action to limit the current rec- 
ord exports of ferrous scrap 
“confirms our previous conten- 
tion that procedural changes 
are badly needed,” Stapleton 
said.

Gov. Walker Pledges During Groundbreaking 
Ceremony to ‘Make Sure SIUE Goes Forward’ 


With a symbolic turning of 
the first spade of dirt, Gov. Dan 
Walker officially signaled the 
start of construction Thursday 
afternoon for two .new 

room buildings at Southern IIli- 
nois University at Edwardsville. 

The governor called for great- 
er utilization of the “resources 
of our universities” as he 
pledged his continued support 
“to make sure SIUE goes for- 
ward.” 

Gov. Walker was joined in 
the groundbreaking ceremonies 
by State Treasurer Alan Dixon, 
Ivan A, Elliott Jr. of Carmi, 
chairman of the Board of 
Trustees .of SIU; Harold R. 

ischer of Granite City, vice- 
chairman of the SIU board; and 
Dr. John S$. Rendleman, presi- 
dent ‘of SIUE. Fischer is vice- 
chairman of the First nite 
City National Bank. 

The occasion marked the 
first groundbreaking for an 
academic building at SIUE 
in 10 years. For the gover- 
nor, it was the first such 
event since he was inaugu- 
rated in January 

The ceremonies were held 
north of the Peck class- 
room building on the con- 
struction site. 

The new buildings will pro- 
vide 160 new laboratories, 38

Gov. Walker recognized SIUE 
for “the high place which this 
university has achieved . . . in 
view -of the crowded situation 
which has existed for the past 
several years.” 

The local university has 
had a_ critical classroom 
space shortage since 1971, 
when a statewide space sur- 
vey by the Board of Higher 
Education showed SIUE 
with a calculated full-time 
equivalent student capacity 
of 6,936 students. 

Actual full-time equiva- 
lent enrollment then was 
10,874, creating an over- 
capacity of 3,888 fuil-time 
equivalent students. 

Gov. Walker also referred to 
his program for “greater utili- 
zation of the resources of our 
universities.” 

He cited “the great assem- 
blage of talent present in our 
universitit * and suid “we 
should use this talent in state 
government.” 

The governor said he 
hopes to set up the machin- 
ery to make it possible to 
use institutions such as 
SIUE fer research studies 
when a department of state 
government needs informa- 
tion on a new project. 

He said he believes there are 
many dedicated students, as 
well as faculty, who would be 
resourceful in the program. 

“It will utilize the resources 
presently available to us, and 
it will save the taxpayers’ 
money,” the governor said. 

Debby Slivka of Edwardsville, 
“Miss SIUE presented the 
governor with a plaque com- 
memorating the occasion 

State Treasurer Dixon paid 
tribute to “the great involve- 
ment of SIUE in community 
affairs,” and he expresed ap- 
preciation to the governor for 
his support of higher education.

Limitations on Abortions 
Urged by Health Officials 


Dr. Joyce S. Lashof, acting 
director, Illinois Department of 
Public Health, late Thursday 
recommended that limitations. 
be placed on abortions. She 
urged that’ standards for public 
health that shouldbe observed. 

“The United States Supreme 
Court has ruled that abortions 
are legal, and we must obey 
the order of the court. How- 
ever, we can try to set the lim- 
itations, conditions, and quali- 
fications for abortions. 

“The -recommended  stand- 
ards, which I hope will be 
adopted by the legislature, are 
designed to prescribe the en- 
vironment in which abortions 
are performed and to protect 
the health and welfare of the 
women of this state. 

“T am asking members of 
the medical profession and ad- 
ministrative and medical per- 
sonnel of our hospitals to take 
steps to implement these guide- 
lines even before legislation is 
enacted,” Dr. Lashof said. 

Illinois presently has no valid 
statute governing abortion. 

Included in the statement are 
recommendations that abor- 
tions at any stage of pregnancy 
be performed only by physi- 
cians licensed in Ilinois to 
practice medicine in all its 
branches; that abortions during 
the second trimester (13th 
through 24th week of gestation- 
al age) be performed only on 
in inpatient basis in licensed 
hospitals; and that no abortion 
be performed during the third 
trimester (after the 24th week 
of gestational age) except for 
therapeutic abortion necessary 
“to preserve the life or the 
physical and mental health of 
the mother.”” 

The statement includes rec- 
ommended standards for out-of- 


hospital facilities where first 
trimester abortions are per- 
formed; recommendations for 
minimum medical staff on hand 
during an abortion; and re- 
quirements for ‘preoperative 
laboratory tests. 

The: state health department 
also recommends that any phy- 
sician who performs an abor- 
tion be affiliated with or have 
a written in-force transfer 
agreement with a licensed hos- 
pital. The purpose of this rec- 
ommendation is to insure pro- 
vision on demand of emergen- 
cy medical and/or surgical 
care for any patient who de- 
velops complications during an 
out-of-hopsital — first trimester 
abortion. 

The recommendation further 
stipulates that the affiliated 
hospital be close enough and 
have sufficient emergency ca- 
pability to enable the patient 
to be transferred, admitted and 
begin receiving hospital care 
within 15 minutes. 

She explained that the recom- 
mendations resulted from a 
series of meetings between 
members of the state health 
department, the Illinois State 
Medical Society, Illinois Hos- 
pital Association, the American 
College of Obstetrics and Gyne- 
cology, and the Illinois Nurses 
Association.
